Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  hand  in  my  Report  as  to  the  health  of  your  Borough 
during  the  year  1915. 

Births  and  Deaths. 

During  the  year  the  Births  of  44  children  have  been 
registered,  20  males  and  24  females,  added  to  them  1 female 
transfer  making  the  total  45,  an  average  of  22  8 per  1000 
persons  living. 

The  deaths  of  26  persons  residing  in  the  Borough  and  of  5 
persons  belonging  to  the  district  in  the  County  Hospital  and  6 
in  the  Union  Workhouse  were  registered,  making  a total  of  37, 
an  average  of  18  8 ner  1000  living.

Milk  and  Food  Supply. 

Eight  samples  of  Milk  were  sent  for  analysis  during  the  year, 
all  were  reported  to  be  pure. 

No  other  sample  of  food  was  sent. 

Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

Diphtheria. 

Four  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified.  One  of  them  an 
imported  case.  The  three  other  cases  occured  in  a Lodging- 
house  on  licensed  premises.  All  these  cases  recovered.  The 
sanitary  conditions  were  bad  and  were  remedied. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  one  of  these  cases 
occurred  on  licensed  premises,  the  case  was  isolated. 
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The  occurrence  of  these  cases  makes  me  feel  the  need  of  a 
proper  Isolation  Hospital  and  I hope  your  Authority  will  try 
and  make  some  arrangement  with  the  Huntingdon  Urban 
Council  for  the  accommodation  of  such  cases. 

Pulmonary  and  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

Five  cases  of  Pulmonary  1'uberculosis  were  notified  and  one 
of  other  form  of  Tuberculosis.  None  of  these  cases  received 
Sanatorium  treatment. 


Measles. 

An  outbreak  of  Measles  occurred  in  April  and  May,  the 
Schools  were  closed  from  April  15th  to  May  17th.  The  cases 
were  generally  of  a mild  type  and  no  deaths  occurred. 

Military. 

Troops  have  been  billeted  m the  Borough  in  the  early  and 
late  periods  of  the  year  In  May  complaints  were  made  as  to 
the  Water  supply  and  the  general  Sanitary  arrangements,  these 
were  remedied  and  the  water  was  laid  on  to  Veasey’s  Mill  from 
Huntingdon.  The  health  of  the  troops  throughout  the  whole 
time  was  good.
